WAS IT A BLUFF P 


A Littie Sensation at the County 


Jail—A Bomb Scare. 


It will be remembered that Ed. Nich- 


ols was put behind the bars in the county 
jail on Thursday morning, on a charge ol 
stealing clothing from a telegraph opera- 
tor. He was apprehended in Indianap- 
olis and searched and waa brought to 
Decatur by Marshal Mason. He had on 
part of the stolen garments, and when 
he was jailed the Marshal told Sheriff 
Mauzy to take the garments from Nichols 
after he retired. This was done. 
In 


consequence of this, Nichols was on his 
high horse yesterday and when the sheriff 
entered the corridor, the angry prisoner 
proceeded to heap vile abuse on that offi- 
cial.

During the afternoon Marshal Mason 
and Ex-Sheriff Foster visited the jail 
and got Nichols in a corner. The pris- 
oner gave up the bomb, which proved to 
be a gun shall, stuffed with paper. 
There was no appearance of powder or 
dynamite about the shell. Nevertheless, 
the sheriff believes that it was loaded 
and that the charge was withdrawn and 
destroyed by throwing it into the sewer. 
Nichols is either a great bluffer or a very 
desperate character. If he was bent on 
having fun with the sheriff, he was dan- 
gerously near receiving a bullet in his 
frame, for the sheriff was just ready to 
draw a bead on him when the saucy chap 
fled to his cell.

The 
more finely the soil is pulverised the 
more permeable is it to tlie direct and 
indirect nourishing influences of water 
and air. Soils saturated with water 
will not yield to the decompositions 
necessary to the nourishment of plants. 
When we consider that most agricult- 
ural plants absoi'bjwatur chieily when 
presented os "capillary" water, or 
simply as "moisture," we can realize 
how the growth of plants is checked 
by immersion in water.

both able to keep water and to absorb 
it from the level'of the drains-when- 
ever needed in a dry season. I have" 
no doubt every one knows something 
of this action, which is beautifully il- 
lustrated when water is supplied to 
house plants by placing it in the 
saucers which underlie the pots. Bar- 
ren, dry hill-sides have been brought 
to a high degree ol fertility by under- 
draining, accompanied by manuring. 
The flow of.water, instead of being 
"over" the ground, is thus caused to 
go "through" it, and thus the valuable 
fertility is not carried away. 
The 


wanting element—water—has in such 
cases been secured by placing the 
drains laterally. 
The drains empty; if 


desired, into an open ditch, which may 
bo stocked with trout This state of 
things must not be expected to work 
most admirably the first year, as; it 
takes some time for the ground to be- 
come sponge-like. Tlie alternate wet- 
ting and drying of tlio soil will open 
subterranean channels in which water 
may find its way to the drains. This 
network of subterranean channels, or 
sponge formation, takes time for for- 
mation. 


In concluding, let me mention a few 


advantages to be reaped from well 
drained land: time, case in working, 
ability to stand the treading of ani- 
mals, ease of hauling, freedom from 
the effects of drought and heaving, 
ability to grow larger and better crops. 
Judicious and careful drainage is like 
putting money in a bank that pays 
from twenty-live per oent. to one hun- 
dred per cent.— John E. Parmly, in 
If.

HurryluiTohward we reach El Paso, Texas, a 
thriving city of perhaps'. lO.ttDO souls. .It-is the 
main tlioroughfare between the two republics, 
and tlie ad vent of several railroads will eventu- 
ally make it the principal city of the southwest. 
In 1881 there was only a population of about 40» 
here, mostly Mexicans who lived In adobe huts 
and practiced tlie customs of by-gone ages. Now 
the suwip of civilization is visible everywhere, 
and running between this city and 1'aso del 
Norte, Mexico, is tlie only International street 
ranroal In the world. Getting aboard one of its 
oars we are carried across the Bio Grande river, 
the dividing line between the United States and 
Mexico, between tho nineteenth century and the 
sixteenth, progress and mere existence, and Ilnd 
ourselves In Paso del JSorte, on Mexican soil, 
and see for tho first time the "Greasers" m all 
the fullness of their glory, and observe their 
peculiarities as u peou:e. The absence ol any 
building of anything like modern architecture 
attracts our attention. Everything is made ol 
adobe, houses, fences, everything. The streets 
are narrow and crooked, and are usually illled 
with horses, burros, Mexicans and clogs, tlie. two 
latter being inseparable, no matter where you 
lind them. Here Is located tho old historic 
church of My Lady Uuadalupe, It is the Mecca 
to which many a devout Catholic makes frequent 
pilgrimages. Legendary history Is that Monte- 
zuma, alter watching an eagle light upon the 
prickly pear and thereby, fixing tlie idea of a 
coat of arms for Mexico, fell upon his knees 
and offered up thanks on the spot where the old 
church now stands. 
Only a few years ago Mexico had no rallroails 
There are several now, the principal one being 
the Mexican Central running from Kl I'aso, 
Texas, to tiie City of Mexico, a distance of 1230 
miles. It was bitlit by eastern capitalists and is 
operated by Americans—an ox team being about 
the only piece of machinery that a Mexican can 
successfully handle. Taking passage aboard a 
Central train we are whirled away towaid the 
Interior, passing over urid plains that seem In- 
capable of producing anything but black sage 
and a hardy species ot the cactus, we reach the 
cltv of Chihuahua, after a somewhat dreary ritle 
of 218 miles, and llnd ourselves in a typical Mex- 
ican city, barring perhaps some few modern 1111- 
Kovements that have followed in the wake of 
e innovating railroad. A synopsis of the many 
strange sights we see here can only be given for 
want of space. As is usual in all Mexican towns 
the most Imposing structure in this city Is the 
Catholic Cathedral, it is very old and contains 
many okl and rare works of art. Speaking of 
churches we limy as well notice here the Tivcl 
that iti Mexico the season of Lent instead ot be- 
ing observed as it Is in most countries by fasting 
and other deprivations, is the gala season ol the 
year. Hull lights and all other amusements are 
In full blast. Sunday as well as any other day. 
These bull lights, by tiie way, are always popu- 
lar here, which is another proof ol that lack of 
refinement which goes hand in hand with civili- 
zation. They are cruel in the extreme. We wit- 
nessed one fight, and are still regretting that 
the matudi>n (lighters) were not killed instead 
of the poor animal which they tortured to death.
